Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art references of record failed to teach or suggest, alone or in combination, 
what is instantly claimed, in particular: 
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A mixture, comprising: a compound represented by the nominal formula Li 3 V 2 (P0 4 ) 3 , 
and an electrically conductive diluent as set forth in independent claim 1 

An electrode, comprising: an electrode active material represented by the nominal 
formula Li 3 V 2 (P0 4 )3; and an electrically conductive diluent as set forth in independent claim 8. 

A battery, comprising, in part: a first electrode comprising an electrode active material in 
a first condition 10 represented by the nominal formula Li 3 V 2 (P0 4 ) 3 , the first electrode further 
comprising an electrically conductive diluent, as set forth in independent claim 17. 

A method of making a lithium- vanadium-phosphate compound, comprising the steps of: 
forming a mixture of a lithium-containing compound, at least one vanadium oxide compound, 
and a phosphoric acid-containing compound; and heating the mixture at a temperature and for a 
time sufficient to form a lithium-vanadium-phosphate compound, as set forth in independent 
claim 3 1 . 

A method of making a compound represented by the nominal formula Li 3 V 2 (P0 4 ) 3 , 
comprising the steps of: forming a mixture of a lithium-containing compound, at least one 
vanadium oxide compound, and a phosphoric acid-containing compound, in proportions to 
provide a compound represented by the nominal formula Li3V 2 (P0 4 )3; and heating the mixture at 
a temperature and for a time sufficient to form the compound, as set forth in independent claim 
42. 

A compound represented by the nominal formula Li 3 V 2 (P0 4 )3, made by a process 
comprising the steps of: forming a mixture of a lithium-containing compound, at least one 

vanadium oxide compound, and a phosphoric acid-containing compound, in proportions to

provide a compound represented by the nominal formula Li3V 2 (P0 4 )3; and heating the mixture at 
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a temperature and for a time sufficient to form the compound, as set forth in independent claim 
53. 

Okada et al. 5 "Characteristics of 3D Framework Cathodes With (X0 4 ) a ~ Polyanions" 
investigate the synthesis and electrochemical characterization of Li 3 V 2 (P0 4 )3. However, this 
reference does not qualify as prior art under 102 or 103 because it has a later date than the 
effective filing date of the instant case. 

Therefore, claims 1-6, 8-15, 17-29, 31-40, 42-51, and 53-61 are patentably distinct from 
the prior art references of record.
